It is only :i question of fact 
the men who now compose the Mii.-^,;y 
are jjosseased of siidicieiit adniiilistrilOTo 
skill and honesty of purpose to bring the 
country through the dilliciiltics with which 
she is beset on every hand. That is the 
question 1 Opinions differ widely as to 
the best means to be adopted for bringing 
tho patient safely through the crisis. 
Vogel’s panacea is a plentiful application 
of ” golden ointment,” even though there 
may not be snlHcient cash left to pay the 
credidous apothecary who supplies the 
nostrum. 

Besides the important questions which 
have to be discussed this Session in con- 
nection with the Government Bclienies of 
Immigration mid Public Works, there is 
another one of vital interest which will 
have to be dealt with, We refer to the 
fate of the Provinces. How mocli longer 
is Provincialism to exist as an institution ? 
When will legitimate Centmlisiition be- 
come an accomplished fact in the history 
of this offioial ridden, over-governrd, and 
yet most inis-governed Colony! Provin- 
cialism has long been doomed, and is now 
inoribiind, if not in arilculo moriis. Yet 
the blind friends and interested -siqiporters 
of a ruinously expensive and eminently 
unsatisfactory system are perpetimlly en- 
tering caveaU- against its decent interment. 
This has ever Iwcli thc case with rotte’i 
tlioagli time-hoiioiircil institutions. The 
aniia'lsof Boi'oiigli-moiigering fni nish abu:.. 
dunt illnstratiniis of the t'jnncity of exis- 
tence disjilayed Ly empoi-atioiis, and other 
ovgHuisatioHS, wldcli bad been permilted U> 
outlive their period of usefulness. At tint 
stage Proviiieiali.sm, wo feel iissRred, has 
arrived ; and it is sheer folly for its fi ieuds 
to endeavour to predong its life. ” Cut it 
down ! why cunihercth it the groniid ! ’ 
rfoine sbeit sighted Siiperiiitenilenta, niid 
high Provincial officials, look forward to 
the- coming dissolution of the lystem with 
which they have so long been promiiiontly 
identilied with sonicthing akin to terror. 
These geatlemen disjilay a great waul ot 
wisdom by adopting an obstructive coiirse. 
Tliev would do better, both for tbcmselves 
and for their Provinces, if they w-oiild throw 
tliemselvea heartily, patriotically, into the 
work of buiUHng ii p a strong Oeiitr.d Go- 
vern meiit, which should have radiating 
from it all the institiitiniis and orgunisii- 
tioiis iieceasary for effective, yet in expeii- 
sivo, local soif-goveniment. A Dunedin 
coiitemjioi'ary recently published uii extra- 
ordinarv article in favour of the eontiim. 
ance of Pi ovinciiil Government in a slightly 
modi iied form. Thc article— (see Southern 
Udtjue, .August 2S,)— is a strange jum'ule 
of cauti'uilictions. It says ; — ” With re- 
” frrence to a cnmmmiity, an autocrat at a 
“ distaiico would )jrobiibly govern more 
“ wisely than would ninny minds condict- 
“ ing around one centre. Wc Bhoiild not 
“ abolish either the Provincial Council or 
"Us Goveniment, so long as we can png 
"for them I. ami when wo are unable to 

pay for them, instead of abolishing than, 
“we should cut down the unnecessary in- 
“ cUieliliils of rroviiicialism, and retain a 
“ Goveriinient local and compact.” The 
lust Financial Statement of the Provincial 
Treasurer proved to overy impurtiiil mind 
that, .so far as this Province is concernetl, 
the public can no longer offjrd to pay for 
Provincialism and its expensive aud "iin- 
ueccssavy incidentals.” And we contend 
that, with onv improved and improving 
facilities for coinniiiiiicuting with and in- 
fluencing a Central Goveriinient, it is bet- 
ter Unit the present regime should bo abo- 
ilislied, and a new order of thing.s imingn- 
rated. The absurdity of continuing a bad 
thing “ as long as we can afford to pay for 
it" is evident to every man in Otago. Thu 
fact that the public can no longer afford it 
is undoubted. The sooner, then, the “ au- 
tocrat at a distance” ia duly installed, the 
better. It is the duty of the General At- 
sombly to define the limits withiuh, ’I'i^ 
ihe Central Government shall doiu-oate, 
anfl to provide for local self-government on 
the most approved and eificient modele. .

Blue QUm Trees iii tlanterljury. 

(Prom the C'infcr&itTy Press.] 

At the monthly meeting of the Christchurch 
Horticultural Society, held on the 7tb instant, 
Mr W. Wilaon delivered a very interesting lec- 
ture on the “ Blue Oum." The tree {he said) 
was introduced into Canterbury about seventeen 
years ago, by either Dr Earl or Dr Barker. Dr 
£<aiTs trees are perhaps a month older than 
tbase of Dr Bxtker. A short time after the 
planting of these trees, a quantity of seed was 
imported from Anatr<alia by-j^- Tcmplnr, at the 
instance of Mr 0. U- Gleninark, and 

was sold at twenty guineas a pound. Ho (Mr! 
Wilson) had paid twenty gwiuyas for only nine 
ounces of the seed. Tlio Blue Cum is a very 
robust tree, and those in Dr Barker's garden 
have non' a ciroumfercncc of 7ft Gin. The trecj 
may bo cultivated by vanoua means, but it ik | 
best to grow it from seed, lb may be safely ! 
transplanted when six or eight weeks old, Imt i 
not when older. It surpasses all other trees in 
rapidity of growth, and resists frost better tiiari : 
of them. It w’ilL grow' any where on the ' 
plains of Canterbury, but probably not so well : 
in groat (ilLituifS ; and as a means of shelter it ' 
Is superior to .any other tree, owing to its quick- 1 
growing amality. Tiie trees that arc now grow- 1 
ing iu and around Christcluircli have greatly! 
modifiad the climate. Before they were phiuteJ j 
the wintcra used to be more severe, and the- 
BUinmeri more dry ; ami the summer beats:
